Industrial  Education  Receives 
Automotive  Components  From  GM 


The  Industrial  Education  De- 
partment of  Northwestern  State 
College  has  received  a  donation 
of  several  automotive  compo- 
nents which  are  to  be  used  in 
the  department's  new  power 
mechanics   courses. 

Department  head  Dr.  W.  J. 
Robinson  states  that  he  con- 
tacted the  educational  division  of 
General  Motors.  Warren,  Mich., 
concerning  the  donation  last 
spring.  The  equipment  consisting 
of  a  complete  power  train,  in- 
cluding a  230  cubic  inch  L-6  en- 
gine, a  three  speed  synchromech 
transmission,  an  engine  stand 
with  adapter  plates,  and  two  sur- 
plus 1963  Power-glide  transmis- 
sions,   arrived   in   November. 

M.  C.  Lindsey,  manager  of 
Chevrolet's  New  Orleans  zone 
office,  was  on  the  NSC  campus 
recently  to  make  official  pre- 
sentation of  the  gift  and  to  turn 
over  appropriate  titles.  Basil  B. 
Cobb,  Natchitoches  Chevrolet 
dealer,  was  present  at  the  pre- 
sentation. 

"The  equipment  donated  by 
General  Motors,"  Dr.  Robinson 
stated,  "represents  a  valuable 
addition    to    the    equipment    our 


department  has  acquired  for  our 
new  sequence  in  power  and 
fluid  mechanics."  The  depart- 
ment recently  received  approval 
to  add  two  courses  in  power 
mechanics  and  one  course  in 
fluid  mechanics. 

Dr.  Robinson  observed  that 
General  Motors  and  NSC  have 
had  a  cooperative  program  for 
the  past  seven  years  in  which 
students  could  earn  credit  by 
courses  at  the  GM  Training  Cen- 
ter in  New  Orleans.  Further,  he 
stated  that  seven  graduates  of 
the  department  are  currently  em- 
ployed by  General  Motors  divis- 
ions. 

Lindsey  said  that  GM  has  aided 
higher  education  for  many  years 
through  operation  of  the  General 
Motors  Institute  at  Flint,  Michi- 
gan, grants  of  financial  aid  for 
research,  contributions  for  special 
fellowships  and  scholarships.  He 
added  that  equipment  donations 
have  been  found  of  real  value  to 
educators  in  classrooms  and 
laboratories. 

In  recent  years  General  Motors 
total  expenditures  toward  the 
support  of  higher  education  have 
exceeded   $9   million   annually.

20.2%  Increase 

Spring   Enrollment 
Sets    New   Record 

Recording  an  over-all  increase 
of  20.2  per  cent  over  last  year's 
figure,  the  Northwestern  State 
College  spring  enrollment  es- 
tablished a  new  record  as  the 
registration  period  closed  Mon- 
day evening. 

Registrar  Otis  R.  Crew  reports 
that  a  total  of  3965  students  are 
enrolled  in  NSC's  undergraduate 
and  graduate  schools.  Of  the 
total  number,  2035  are  men  and 
1930  are  women. 

Most  striking  among  increases 
in  the  College's  five  schools,  is 
that  recorded  by  the  Graduate 
School  which  indicated  a  92.4 
per  cent  growth  over  the  spring, 
1964.  The  School  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  leads  the  undergraduate 
schools  with  an  increase  of  19 
per  cent,  followed  closely  by  the 
School  of  Applied  Arts  and 
Sciences  with   16.7.

26  and  eight  colleges  and  uni- 
versities sent  representatives  to 
a  star-studded  meet  on  the  even- 
ing of  Feb.   27. 

The  Graduate  N  Club  planned 
and  directed  construction  of  a 
plywood  surfaced  oval  around  the 
arena  portion  of  the  Coliseum. 
This  resulted  in  completion  of  a 
10-lap  (one-mile)  track,  one  of 
four  such  facilities  in  the  United 
States.
